To  His  Excellency,  Governor  Thomas  J.  Jarvis: 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  make  the  following  report  for  the 
year  1883:  The  exhibits  appended  hereto  contain  the  annual 
report  of  the  Inspector  General,  the  annual  report  of  the  State 
Ordnance  Officer,  a  register  of  the  military  force  of  the  State,  an 
abstract  of  the  muster  rolls,  showing  the  actual  strength  of  the 
force,  a  list  of  the  security  bonds  for  arms  and  names  of  the 
several  bondsmen,  general  orders  and  circular  letters  issued  from 
this  office  during  the  year,  an  account  of  the  disbursement  of  the 
appropriation  made  by  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session,  and  the 
memorial  of  the  State  Guard  presented  to  the  General  Assembly 
in  January  last,  all  of  which  I  respectfully  submit  to  the  con- 
sideration of  your  Excellency. 

In  obedience  to  the  requirements  of  Section  3160  of  the  Code, 
I  have  filed  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  a  bond  in'the  sum 
of  $2,000,  with  Lieutenant  Colonel  James  D.  Glenn,  of  Leaks- 
ville,  and  Captain  A.  J.  Ellington,  of  Reidsville,  as  sureties. 

THE    APPROPRIATION. 

A  convention,  composed  of  delegates  from  the  various  compa- 
nies, was  held  at  Raleigh  on  the  23d  of  January,  to  take  steps  to 
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secure  beneficial  legislation.  A  memorial  was  prepared  and  pre- 
sented to  the  General  Assembly.  (See  Exhibit  H).  The  result 
of  this  movement  was  the  enactment  of  a  law  appropriating  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  to  each  company,  under 
certain  conditions  and  restrictions,  and  limiting  the  number  of 
companies  to  receive  this  State  aid  to  twenty-six.  (See  the  Laws 
of  1883,  Chapter  283).  This  piece  of  legislation  has  given  new 
life  to  the  organization,  and  promises  lasting  good.  Although 
the  amount  appropriated  to  each  company  is  small,  yet  the  mere 
fact  of  an  appropriation  is  that  substantial  recognition  by  the 
State  which  was  demanded,  and  places  the  force  on  a  better  foot- 
ing than  hitherto.  So  far,  I  have  paid  out  the  appropriation  to 
twenty-one  companies,  four  less  than  the  number  allowed  by  the 
act.  The  sum  appropriated  is  $3,750  per  annum ;  the  amount 
expended  up  to  this  time,  on  the  first  fiscal  year,  is  $3,150,  leav- 
ing $600  uncalled  for  in  the  treasury.  For  detailed  statement 
of  the  disbursement  of  this  fund  see  Exhibit  G. 

DISBANDMENT    OF    COMPANIES. 

During  the  year  the  following  companies  were  disbanded  by 
general  orders,  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  laws  and  regula- 
tions governing  the  State  Guard:  Albemarle  Guards,  Orange 
Guards,  Hamilton  Light  Infantry,  Kinston  Rifles,  Duplin  Rifles, 
Anson  Guards,  Guilford  Grays,  Rockingham  Guards,  Cleaveland 
Guards,  Mecklenburg  Riflemen,  Goldsboro  Vance  Guards,  East 
Raleigh  Guards,  Salisbury  Rifles,  and  Chowan  Guards — fourteen 
companies  in  all,  of  which  eleven  were  white  and  three  colored. 
The  Edgecombe  Guards,  of  the  old  companies,  is  still  borne  on 
the  rolls,  but  its  condition  is  not  satisfactory. 

NEW    COMPANIES. 

The  following  new  companies  have  been  organized,  armed. 
equipped  and  assigned  to  regiments  since  my  last  report:  Ashe- 
ville  Light  Infantry,  Haywood  Grays,  Smithville  Guards  Dal- 
las  Light  Infantry,  Hornet's  Nest  Riflemen  and  the  Highlanders 
(Macon   county,  cavalry).      Of  these  companies,   the  Smithville 
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Guards,  the  Haywood  Grays,  the  Dallas  Light  Infantry  and  the 
Highlanders,  while  organized  and  armed,  are  not  yet  perfected 
in  equipment  or  entitled  to  receive  the  appropriation. 

There  are  applications  for  company  organization  on  file  from 
citizens  of  Mills  River,  Henderson  county;  Andrews,  Carteret 
county  (cavalry);  and  Wilson,  Wilson  county.  These  organiza- 
tions arc  still  in  an  inchoate  state,  and  not  yet  accepted  or  armed. 

An  application  for  arms  from  citizens  of  South  Mills,  Camden 
county,  was  refused,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons  appearing  in 
a  written  protest  received  from  citizens  of  the  county,  and  now 
on  file  in  this  office. 

ACTUAL    STRENGTH    OF    THE   STATE    GUARD. 

The  State  Guard  now  consists  of  twenty-one  standard  compa- 
nies of  infantry,  thoroughly  armed,  equipped  and  well  disci- 
plined, constituting  the  select  corps  and  receiving  the  moneyed 
aid  of  the  State;  one  old  company  of  infantry  in  an  unsatisfac- 
tory condition ;  three  new  companies  of  infantry  and  one"  new 
company  of  cavalry,  not  yet  perfected  in  equipment  or  in  con- 
dition to  claim  the  appropriation  ;  making  twenty-five  companies 
in  all  borne  upon  the  rolls,  of  which  number  only  twenty-one 
are  entitled  to  be  classed  as  effective. 

This  force  is  formed  into  five  regimental  or  battalion  organi- 
zations, and  two  brigade  organizations. 

The  twenty-one  effective  companies  number  738  officers  and 
men.  The  remaining  seven  companies  number  f  75  officers  and 
men.  The  aggregate  force  is  962  officers  and  men,  including 
general,  field  and  staff  officers. 

This  is  a  large  falling  off  from  last  year.  The  decrease  was 
caused  by  the  disbandment  of  feeble  companies.  The  companies 
that  remain,  classed  as  effective,  stand  upon  a  solid  basis,  and 
may  be  relied  upon  in  any  emergency.  They  are  composed  of 
excellent  material,  for  the  most  part  young,  active,  public-spirited 
men,  well  armed  and  equipped,  fairly  drilled,  in  a  good  state  of 
discipline,  soldierly  in  their  appearance  and  conduct,  and  anima- 
ted with  patriotic  and  praiseworthy  purposes.     What  they  require 
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now,  in  addition  to  the  aid  they  get  from  the  public  treasury,  is 
the  substantial  sympathy  and  encouragement  of  the  communities 
in  which  they  are  established. 

REPORT   OF  THE    INSPECTOR    GENERAL. 

I  direct  your  Excellency's  attention  particularly  to  the  report 
of  the  Inspector  General,  as  showing  very  clearly  the  actual  con- 
dition of  the  force.  The  services  rendered  by  this  able  officer, 
to  whom  was  entrusted  the  duty  of  inspecting  the  companies  of 
the  Guard  this  year,  were  of  great  value,  and  much  good  and 
saving  of  money  has  already  resulted  therefrom.  The  task 
assigned  Colonel  Cameron  was  an  arduous  one,  and  he  has  per- 
formed it  in  a  thoroughly  satisfactory  manner  and  with  excellent 
results. 

ORDNANCE. 

The  report  of  our  efficient  State  Ordnance  officer  shows  with 
accuracy  the  transactions  in  his  department.  We  have  on  hand 
a  considerable  amount  of  useless  military  stores,  which  should  be 
condemned  and  sold,  and  I  earnestly  recommend  that  you  order 
the  immediate  sale  of  all  such  useless  or  surplus  property.

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REPORT  OF  THE  INSPECTOR  GENERAL.

General  Johnstone  Jones, 

Adjutant  General  of  North  Carolina: 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Inspector 
General's  Department  for  the  past  year. 

Immediately  upon  receipt  of  "Special  Order  No.  3,'*  dated  May  10th,  and  in  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  General  Orders  Nos.  68  and  69  (C.  S.),  I  notified  the  respective 
brigade,  regimental  and  battalion  commanders  of  my  intention  to  inspect  the  troops 
under  their  command  at  an  early  date.  Following  these  notifications,  orders  were  sent 
by  me  to  the  captains  of  companies  direct,  ordering  them  to  parade  their  commands  for 
inspection  on  certain  specified  days.  I  commenced  the  work  of  inspection  about  the 
middle  of  May  (forwarding  official  reports  of  each  inspection  to  your  office);  but  as  tin- 
companies  were  widely  scattered  from  one  extreme  end  of  the  State  to  the  other, 
requiring  considerable  time  and  travel  to  reach  them,  I  was  not  able  to  complete  the 
work  until  the  middle  of  the  present  month. 

An  examination  of  the  roster  of  the  Guard,  as  it  appeared  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  showed  a  list  of  thirty-four  companies,  to  which  were  added  during  the  year  six 
new  companies,  then  in  process  of  organization,  making  forty  companies  in  all. 

Upon  examination,  several  of  the  companies  were  found  to  be  already  virtually 
disbanded,  while  others,  from  inattention,  neglect  and  other  causes,  were  so  disorganized 
as  to  be  unable  to  stand  the  inspection  or  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  law. 
Knowing  the  difficulties  under  which  both  officers  and  men  had  labored  for  a  long  time, 
the  inspections  were  not  as  strict  and  rigid  as  they  necessarily  will  be  in  future;  but 
while  sufficiently  so,  were  conducted  more  with  a  view  of  ascertaining  what  sort  of 
foundation  we  had  to  "build  on"  than  anything  else,  the  condition  of  armories,  arms  and 
equipments,  a  fair  knowledge  of  the  elementary  principles  of  tactics  and  company  drill, 
and  the  degree  of  discipline  and  organization  existing  among  the  commands,  as  evinced 
by  prompt  attention  to  orders  and  full  ranks  for  parade  and  inspection,  being  the  prin- 
cipal standard  by  which  they  were  judged.  This  course  I  considered  as  fair  and  reason- 
able as  the  requirements  of  the  end  in  view  warranted,  and  In  accordance  therewith  I 
have  reported  favorably  upon  the  following  companies,  viz. : 

First  Regiment — Companies  A,  D,  G,  I. 

Second  Regiment — Companies  A,  B,  C,  E,  F,  K. 

Third  Regiment — Companies  A,  B,  I),  I. 

Fourth  Regiment — Companies  B,  C,  D,  E,  I. 

First  Battalion  Infantry  (colored) — Companies  A,  C. 
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The  following  companies,  H  (First  Regiment),  H  (Second  Regiment),  C  (Third  Regi- 
ment) and  K  (Fourth  Regiment),  being  new  organizations,  whose  equipment  was  not  ye) 
completed,  requested  to  have  their  inspection  postponed  until  next  year,  which  was 
granted. 

Of  course  only  those  companies  who  passed  a  favorable  examination  and  inspection. 
and  who  have  complied  fully  with  all  the  provisions  and  requirements  of  the  law,  are 
entitled  to  receive  the  annual  appropriation  established  by  law. 

(I  do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  specify  here  the  list  of  companies  who  have  been 
disbanded,  failed  to  pass  inspection,  etc.,  as  you  already  have  the  same). 

Owing  to  the  distance  at  which  some  of  the  companies  were  located  from  lead- 
quarters,  it  was  not  always  possible  for  me  to  know  exactly  on  what  day  I  could  reach 
them.  1  endeavored  always  to  give  them  from  three  to  ten  days'  notice,  and  generally 
succeeded.  While  on  this  subject,  however,  it  may  be  as  well  to  state  that  the  pre 
state  Guard  was  organized  and  established  by  the  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina 
for  the  purpose  of  affording  protection  to  the  lives  and  property  of  the  citizens  of  the 
state;  to  lie  a  well  organized,  well  armed  and  disciplined  body  of  soldiers,  on  whom  the 
State  authorities  and  citizens  might  safely  rely  at  all  times  to  meet  and  resist  danger 
and  trouble,  whether  from  abroad  or  arising  at  home.  Should  their  services  be  required 
at  any  time,  it  will  necessarily  be  on  short  notice,  and  a  company  that  cannot,  on 
twenty-four  hours'  notice,  parade  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  its  muster-roll  for 
duty,  is  calculated  to  be  of  very  little  service  either  to  the  State  or  the  community  in 
which  it  is  located. 

Formerly,  the  powers  of  officers  were  so  limited  that  they  were  not  altogether  blam- 
able  for  the  lack  of  discipline  so  often  observed,  but  the  last  Legislature  wisely  saw  the 
necessity  for  a  change  in  that  respect,  and,  in  framing  the  new  laws  by  which  the  Guard 
was  reorganized  and  is  now  governed,  the  power  and  authority  given  to  officers  to 
enforce  discipline  were  greatly  increased,  so  that  hereafter,  whenever  a  lack  of  discipline 
is  found  to  exist,  the  officers  should  be  held  strictly  responsible  for  it 

In  reply  to  your  request  that  I  would  make  such  suggestions  as  my  observation  and 
experience  with  the  Guard  had  led  me  to  think  would  prove  serviceable,  I  would 
respectfully  state  that,  while  I  think  that  many  changes  and  alterations  might  be  safely 
and  advantageously  made,  especially  in  some  of  the  features  of  our  present  system  of 
organization,  which  are  so  cumbersome  and  inefficient  as  to  be  only  too  palpable  to  the 
most  casual  observer,  I  will  only  mention  a  few  which  I  think  eminently  desirable. 

In  the  first  place,  a  military  code  and  regulations,  for  tin'  use  and  government  of  the 
Guard,  should  be  established  and  furnished,  clearly  defining  the  duties  of  both  officers 
ami  men;  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  moving,  encamping  and  brigading  id'  troops; 
orders,  general  and  special;  general,  brigade  and  regimental  Courts-martial;  and 
various  other  matters  of  valuable  importance,  which  it  is  necessary  for  officers  and  men 
to  know,  but  which  at  present  they  have  no  means  of  finding  out. 

If  practicable,  I  would  also  recommend  that  a  board  of  experienced  officers  be 
appointed  in  each  regiment  and  battalion,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  personally  examine 
each  and  every  office]-  whose  name  comes  up  for  appointment  or  promotion,  in  order  to 
test  his  fitness  for  the  position. 

Hue  gi.at  cause  of  complaint,  which  I  find  generally  to  exist,  is  the  infrequency  of 
public  drills  and  parades.  Nothing  breaks  down  the  interest  or  enthusiasm  of  men 
more  quickly  than  to  be  compelled  to  go  through  the  same  stereotyped  round  (usually 
in  the  armory),  consisting  of  a  few  movements  in  squad  or  company  drill,  week  after 

week  and  a th  after  month,  rarely,  if  ever,  parading  in  public,  and  not  only  forgetting 

whatever  they  may  have  once  known  themselves,  but  also  being  forgotten.  To  remedy 
this  evil,  1  would  suggest  that  a  standing  general  order  be  at  once  issued  requiring  cadi 
company  commander  to  carefully  instruct  his  men,  not  only  in  all  of  the  details  of  squad 
and  company  drill,  but  also  thoroughly  in  all  of  the  forms  of  dress  parade,  guard 
mounting,  inspection,  review,  etc.  By  this  course,  not  only  will  a  greater  amount  of 
valuable  and  necessary  information   be  imparted,  but    new  and  continued   interest  will 
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be  felt  by  every  officer  and  man  in  the  various  commands.  In  addition,  I  would  embody 
in  the  above-mentioned  general  order  positive  instructions  requiring  each  and  every 
company  in  the  Guard  to  parade  publicly,  in  full  dress  uniform,  on  a  certain  day  (say, 
for  example,  second  Thursday)  in  every  month,  on  which  occasion  the  company  should 
be  carefully  inspected  by  the  officer  in  command  (so  that  he  can  report  on  the  condition 
of  the  arms,  equipments,  etc.);  then  give  them  at  least  one  hour's  drill,  and  close  the 
drill  with  a  dress  parade,  at  which  all  orders  received  or  issued  since  last  parade  should 
be  read  for  the  information  of  the  command.  Commanding  officers  of  companies  should 
also  be  required  to  make  out  monthly  reports  showing  the  number  of  drills  and  parades, 
number  of  men  present  and  absent,  condition  of  arms,  equipments  and  uniforms,  and 
noting  any  and  all  changes  arising  from  enlistments,  resignations,  dismissals,  etc.  It 
should  be  the  duty  of  brigade  and  regimental  commanders  to  see  that  these  orders  are 
strictly  carried  out.  By  the  adoption  of  this  course,  not  only  will  a  more  thorough 
system  of  instruction  be  secured,  but  you  will  have  it  in  your  power  to  note  accurately 
every  month  not  only  the  present  actual  condition  of  the  Guard  as  regards  numbers, 
changes,  etc.,  but  also  mark  the  discipline  existing  among  the  respective  commands,  as 
each  company's  reports,  month  by  month,  would  go  far  towards  determining  its  standing 
and  chances  for  future  retention  in  the  ranks  of  the  regular  Guard.  Brigade  and  regi- 
mental commanders  should  also  be  required  to  give  more  attention  to  their  commands. 
An  order  covering  these  general  points,  and  supplemented  by  an  order  from  the  captain 
of  each  company  specifying  the  nights  for  "weekly  drills"  (squad  and  company),  framed 
and  hung  in  each  armory,  would  enable  every  man  connected  with  the  company  to  know- 
exactly  what  was  expected  of  him,  and  tints  avoid  the  necessity  and  trouble  of  sending 
out  notices  for  regular  drills  and  parades. 

I  also  think  it  highly  important  that  some  plan  should  be  adopted,  if  possible,  by  which 
all  of  the  troops  of  the  Guard  can  be  brought  together  once  every  year  for  a  week's 
encampment,  where  they  can  have  an  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  each 
other,  ami  of  being  instructed  in  all  the  duties  of  field  and  camp  life,  battalion  and  brigade 
drills,  guard  and  police  duty.  This  plan  lias  been  adopted,  and  is  pursued  now,  I  believe, 
in  all  of  the  States  maintaining  State  troops,  and  could  be  carried  out  here  at  but  small 
expense. 

I  would  also  recommend  that  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable  a  regular  State  uniform 
be  prescribed  for  the  use  of  the  Guard.  At  present  the  companies  are  variously 
uniformed — some  in  gray  and  others  in  blue.  To  secure  uniformity  of  appearance  and 
true  soldierly  bearing  in  line,  the  dress  should  be  the  same  for  all.  A  dress  for  both 
officers  and  men,  costing  less  than  either  of  the  kinds  now  worn,  and  yet  more  serviceable 
and  soldierly  in  its  make-up  ami  appearance,  can  be  procured,  and  I  trust  will  be  adopted 
at  no  distant  day. 

I  would  also  strongly  urge  that  target  practice  and  skirmish  drill  be  encouraged  and 
practiced  as  much  as  possible,  for,  owing  to  the  new  improvements  in  fire-arms  and  the 
introduction  of  magazine  guns,  it  is  plainly  evident  that  the  battles  of  the  future  (at  least 
as  far  as  infantry  is  concerned)  will  be  fought  by  troops  deployed  in  open  order ;  hence  the 
necessity  of  teaching  men  to  act  and  fight  independently,  as  on  a  skirmish  line. 

One  very  noticeable  evil,  which  needs  attention,  is  the  lack  of  tactical  knowledge  exist- 
ing among  the  junior  and  non-commissioned  officers.  To  remedy  this  as  far  as  practicable, 
1  would  suggest  that  a  small  amount  be  appropriated  by  each  company,  out  of  its  company 
fund,  for  the  purchase  of  a  few  copies  of  Upton's  or  Reed's  "Revised  and  Abridged 
Infantry  Tactics."  The  latter  is  a  smaller  and  cheaper  work,  but  contains  a  great  deal  of 
information  valuable  to  young  officers  and  non-commissioned  officers. 

The  present  status  of  the  Guard,  comprising  those  companies  that  have  passed  inspec- 
tion, will  compare  favorably  with  that  of  any  in  the  country  similarly  situated.  The 
companies  are  all  armed  with  tin'  new  bronzed  46-calibre  breech-loading  rifle,  and  both 
arms  and  equipments  are  in  excellent,  serviceable  condition.  The  uniforms,  as  a  rule,  are 
new,  neat  and  well-fitting.  Armories  are  secure  and  well  arranged;  and  while  some 
companies  are  better  drilled  than  others,  yet  all  of  them  are  sufficiently  so  for  all  practical 
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purposes.  As  to  the  material  comprising  the  Guard,  1  '1"  not  hesitate  to  say  that  it  K 
equal  to  any  in  the  world.  The  tenacity  with  which  they  have  stood  by  their  organiza- 
tions for  so  ninny  years,  without  public  :ii'l  or  encouragement,  and  their  prompt  and  ready 
response  to  all  callB  of  danger  or  duty  in  the  past,  are  sufficient  guarantees  of  what  may 
be  expected  of  them  in  the  future,  especially  so  now  that  they  are  regularly  organized, 
recognized  and  provided  for  by  the  laws  of  the  State.  The  troops  who  have  passed 
inspection  and  been  favorably  reported  upon  will,  1  believe,  continue  to  maintain  their 
position,  and  become  more  efficient  and  useful  every  year.    As  a  rule,  I  have* found  both 

officers  and  men  eager  to  learn  and  anxious  to  excel,  and  ha  villi.-  I n  once  found  worthy 

of  a  position  in  the  regular  military  force  of  the  state,  they  will,  I  am  confident,  have 
too  much  pride  ever  to  be  found  wanting  in  the  future.  To  their  uniform  courtesy, 
obedience  to  orders  and  soldierly  hearing  under  inspection,  I  can  cheerfully  testify,  and 
believe  that  I  am  doing  them  but  simple  justice  in  stating  that  I  know  that  the  state  now 
possesses  in  her  State  Guard  a  regular  military  force  upon  which  she  can  look  with  pride 
and  on  whose  courage  and  fidelity  she  can  always  safely  rely.

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REMARKS  OF  INSPECTOR  GENERAL,  CONDENSED. 

FIRST   REGIMENT. 

Cowan*  A. — Composed  of  very  good  material.  A  majority  are  recruits,  young  and 
active.  Officers  intelligent  and  painstaking.  Very  fairly  drilled,  especially  in  the  man- 
ual. Armorj  large  and  secure,  well  arranged  and  kept.  Arms  and  equipments  and  uni- 
forms in  excellent  condition. 

Compact  D. — <  lood  materia].  Very  well  drilled,  with  exception  of  ;i  few  recruits.  New 
uniforms  are  needed.  Anns  and  accoutrements  in  good  condition.  Armory  large  and 
well  ventilated.  Company  stationed  at  an  important  point;  needs  an. 1  deserves  encour- 
agement. 

Company  <i. — <  lomposed  of  fine  material,  well  drilled,  in  excellent  state  of  discipline  and 
efficiency.  New  and  bands, .me  uniforms.  Arms  and  accoutrements  in  excellent  con- 
dition. Armory  neat,  well  kept  and  secure.  In  evidence  of  their  high  state  of  discipline 
and  soldierly  appreciation  of  and  obedience  ti>  orders,  on  twenty-four  hours'  notice  (with 
s,,ine  of  the  men  residing  from  fifteen  to  twenty  miles  in  the  country),  out  of  a  total  force 
of  thirty-nine,  they  paraded  for  inspection  thirty-four,  only  five  men  being  absent,  one  oi 
whom  was  sick, the  others  absent  from  town. 

Company  I. —  In  excellent  condition.  Composed  of  young,  active  men,  with  expe- 
rienced and  well  drilled  officers.  Armory  one  of  the  best  in  the  State,  large,  well  fitted 
and  secure.    An  excellent  company  in  every  respect. 

SE<  OND   REGIMENT. 

Company  A.— Excellent  material.    Members    young,  active   and    well    set    up.    Well

Adjutant  General  of  North  Carolina: 

Sir  :  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  work  done  in  my  department 
from  May  1st,  1880,  to  November  30th,  1883.  On  the  date  first  named  I  assumed  the  duties 
of  State  Ordnance  Officer,  upon  special  assignment  by  His  Excellency  the  Governor  and 
Commander-in-Chief.  Soon  afterwards  I  took  an  inventory  of  the  ordnance  stores  in  the 
arsenal.  The  work  of  reorganizing  the  State  Guard  under  the  new  law  began.  The 
task  of  recovering  arms  fmm  a  large  number  of  disbanded  companies  has  been  a  heavy 
one,  though  now  it  is  nearly  ended;  yet  it  has  been  attended  with  marked  success,  as  the 
statements  show.  It  has  been  necessary  for  me  to  visit  only  one  point,  Salisbury,  the 
object  being  to  look  after  the  two  field  pieces  there.  One  of  these  was  found  standing, 
uncared  for,  in  a  field.  I  had  it  and  the  other  gun  placed  under  shelter,  made  arrange- 
ments for  the  thorough  cleaning  and  repainting  of  both,  for  the  packing  of  the  harness, 
and  for  the  shipment  of  guns,  limbers  and  harness  whenever  I  should  order  it. 

I  have  to  report  the  present  arsenal  as  entirely  unfitted  for  its  uses.  Dark  and  damp,  it 
is  the  very  last  place  in  which  arms  and  ammunition  should  be  stored;  and  it  is  found 
that  while  the  public  arms  are  injured  by  remaining  in  it,  the  ammunition  is  rapidly 
becoming  unserviceable.  No  less  than  10,000  rounds  of  calibre  50 ball  cartridges  have  been 
rendered  practically  worthless,  and  I  will  not  issue  them. 

In  the  possession  of  a  few  companies  were  calibre  50  arms.  It  being  highly  desirable 
that  arms  of  the  calibre  now  used  by  the  regular  army — 15 — should  be  in  use  by  the  entire 
State  Guard,  it  has  been  my  aim  to  place  the  45-calibre  rifle  in  the  possession  of  every  com- 
pany.   By  the  end  of  1883  this  will  be  accomplished. 

The  equipments  in  the  possession  of  the  Guard  are  of  the  best  patterns,  and  no  State  in 
the  South  has  any  at  all  approaching  them  either  in  appearance  or  serviceability.  By 
arrangement  with  the  Chief  of  Ordnance,  General  Benet,  I  have  had  fabricated, 
specially  for  the  State,  1,000  each  of  knapsacks,  canteens,  haversacks,  knives,  forks, 
spoons,  tin  cups,  etc.  On  each  of  these  are  the  letters  "N.  C."  or  "N.  C.  S.  G.,"  painted  or 
stamped.  I  have  made  similar  arrangements  for  the  special  fabrication  of  cartridge 
boxes,  bayonet  scabbards,  belts  and  belt-plates,  each  with  "N.  C."  stamped  upon  it.  The 
equipments,  I  am  pleased  to  say,  give  satisfaction. 

Ammunition,  both  ball  and  blank,  has  been  issued.  Its  issue  free  of  cost  to  troops 
relieves  them  of  a  burden  which  they  ought  not  to  bear.  Nearly  all  the  companies  have 
a  reserve  supply,  held  in  accordance  with  my  instructions,  for  use  in  case  of  emergency. 
I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  each  company  be  issued  1,000  rounds  of  ball  cart- 
ridges, to  be  thus  held;  and  that  in  addition, 500  rounds  each  of  ball  and  blank  cartridges 
be  issued  each  company,  annually,  to  be  expended  in  rifle  practice,  in  such  manner  as 
commanding  officers  may  direct. 
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Many  companies  do  not  keep  their  arms  in  tin-  best  condition.    This  was  shown  cleai  ly 

by  the  anus  which  have  been  returned  to  rl rsenal.    "Ordnance  Memoranda, No,  l," 

issued  during  tli«'  summer,  gave  some  valuable  informatio i  this  subject

I.  The  following  Act  of  tin'  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina,  ratified  on  the  8th 
day  of  March,  A.  1».  Ins;;,  is  published  for  the  information  and  guidance  of  tin-  officers 
and  men  of  tin-  North  <  Carolina  staff  « >uard  : 

AN  A<T  FOR  THE  ENCOURAGEMENT  AND  SUPPORT  OF  THE  STATE  GUARD. 

I'll  F.  I  rENEBAL  ASSEMBLY  or  NORTH  CAROLINA  no  ENACT  : 

Section  1.  That  the  Governor  is  authorized  to  pay  to  each  duly  organized  company  of 
the  State  Guard,  which  complies  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  law  and  regulations 
governing  the  active  militia,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  for  pay- 
ment of  armory  rent  and  other  necessary  expenses,  provided  the  numbers  of  said  com- 
panies shall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  twenty-five, and  that  said  companies  shall  be 
located  on  or  near  the  lines  of  communication  by  railroad  or  steamboat,  or  telegraph. 

Sec  ■!.  That  the  Adjutant  General  shall  l>e  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  shall  hold 
his  office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  shall  execute  a  bond  of  two  thousand  dollars,  con- 
ditioned t'i>r  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  and  shall  be  paid  an  annual  salary  of 
six  hundred  dollars. 

Sec  3.  That  any  officer  or  enlisted  man  failing  to  payoverany  fine  imposed  on  him 
under  the  general  law  and  regulations,  or  under  the  by-laws  of  his  company,  may  be  pro- 
ceeded against  for  the  same  as  for  ordinary  debt  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace.  Judg- 
ment having  been  obtained,  execution  shall  issue  and  be  levied  and  collected  as  in  ordi- 
nary cases,  the  money  when  collected  to  be  paid  into  the  company  fund. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  laws  Of  1876-77,  chapter 272,  section  2,  shall  be  amended  l>y  adding  the 
words,  "and  the  Governor  may,  whenever  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  re.  pi  in'  it. 
detail  for  special  duty  any  officer  of  the  State  Guard,  and  his  expenses  and  compensation 
therefor  shall  be  paid  upon  the  approt  al  of  the  Governor  and  warrant  of  the  Auditor." 

Sr.c .  .">.  That  the  Governor  shall  have  power  to  make  such  use  of  any  appropriation 
made  by  Congress  for  the  militia  as  he  may  deem  best  for  the  arming,  equipment,  sup- 
port, maintenance  and  discipline  of  the  State  Guard.  The  expenditures  shall  be  made 
under  his  direction,  by  such  officers  as  he  may  direct,  and  a  report  of  the  same  shall 
appear  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Adjutant  <  .encral. 

Sec.  6.  This  ai't  shall  lie  in  force  from  and  after  ifs  ratification. 

Ratified  8th  day  of  March,  1883. 

I I.  To  entitle  a  company  to  reeen  e  the  appropriation  provided  for  in  the  above  act.  it 
must  appear  that  su.h  company  is  duly  organized  :  (hat  [t  has  complied  with  all  the  laws 
and  regulations  governing  the  State  Guard,  and  that  it  is  located  on  or  near  some  line  of 
communication,  by  railroad,  steamboat,  or  telegraph.    Specifically,  it  must  appear— 

ii).  That  the  company  has  an  actual  membership  of  at  least  thirty-two  (32) commis- 
sioned officers  and  eidisted  men. 

(2).  That  the  commissioned  officers  have  taken  the  oath  prescribed  by  the  Constitution 
of  North  i larolina. 

(3).  Thai  the  men  have  been  regularly  enlisted  in  the  manner  prescribed. 
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(4).  That  both  officers  and  men  have  provided  themselves  with  uniforms  complete,  of 
their  own  choice  and  fashion,  subject  to  such  restrictions,  limitations  and  alterations  as 
the  Commander-in-Chief  may  have  ordered. 

(5).  That  a  good  and  sufficient  security  bond  for  the  property  of  the  State  in  the  com- 
pany's possession  has  been  given  us  required. 

(6).  That  the  company  has  provided  itself  with  a  suitable  room  or  building  for  use  as 
an  armory,  conveniently  located  and  reasonably  secure. 

(7).  That  the  company  has  attained  a  reasonable  degree  of  proficiency  in  drill  and  dis- 
cipline. 

(8).  That  the  company  commander  has  furnished  his  regimental  commander  with  a 
complete  roster  of  his  company,  together  with  a  full  report  of  its  condition,  the  number, 
calibre  and  condition  of  its  arms,  and  the  number  and  condition  of  the  equipment  in  its 
possession;  and  that  he  has  forwarded  to  tin- Adjutant  General  a  copy  of  the  constitution 
and  by-laws  of  his  company. 

III.  <  lompanies  hereafter  will  Ik-  held  to  a  strict  observance  of  the  laws,  rules  and  regu- 
lations, and  they  are  urged  to  push  up  as  rapidly  as  possible  to  a  high  standard  of 
efficiency  as  citizen-soldiers.

fair  state  of  preservation  and  repair:  to  preserve  in  proper  tiles  all  correspondence  and 
orders  relating  to  the  business  and,  duties  of  his  office  ;  to  make  and  report  to  this  office, 
in  duplicate,  a  monthly  statement  of  receipts  and  issues  of  ordnance  and  ordnance 
stores  :  to  make  an  annual  report  to  the  Adjutant  General :  and.  generally  to  perform  such 
other  duties  connected  with  the  ordnance  department  and  State  Guard  sen  ice  as  may  be 
imposed  upon  the  Ordnance  Officer  by  orders  from  the  Commander-in-Chief  or  under 
the  laws  and  regulations  governing  the  militia.

coming  Fair  Week,  and  I  am  asked  to  request  your  attendance  on  that  solemn  occasion. 

A  request,  or  even  the  expression  of  a  wish,  from  such  a  source  and  for  so  sacred  a 
purpose,  ought  to  be  equivalent  to  a  command  :  it  should  bring  out  o\  ery  well-disciplined 
company,  and  make  employers  in  every  instance  willing  that  their  employees  who  belong 
to  the  Guard  should  attend:  and,  though  the  notice  is  short,  I  earnestly  hope  that  you 
w  ill  respond  in  large  numbers,  and  that  all  sections  of  the  Stat'-  will  be  represented. 

The  occasion  will  be  one  of  deep  and  pathetic  interest.  The  mortal  remains  of  those 
of  our  fellow-countrymen  who  followed  the  <  lonfederate  flag  till  they  met  their  death-  on 
the  banks  of  the  Potomac,  and  who  now  lie  buried  at  Arlington,  are  to  be  disinterred, 
brought  home,  and  re-committed  to  the  bosom  of  the  earth  within  the  borders  of  their 
own  native  State,  by  the  loving  hands  of  kindred,  friends  and  comrades,  amid  ceremonies 
of  an  imposing  nature,  appropriate  to  the  occasion,' to  assist  in  which  holy  task  your 
presence  and  services  are  wanting.

These  men  w  hose  mute,  pathetic  dust  you  are  asked  to  assist  in  receiving  and  honor- 
ing, were  our  countrymen,  our  own  kith  and  kin:  hound  to  us  by  the  thousand  ties  of 
citizenship,  kinship,  and  friendship.  More  than  this,  they  belonged  to  that  line  which, 
in  the  Army  of  .Northern  Virginia,  won  imperishable  renown  for  courage,  endurance  and 

patriotism—"  the  North  Carolina  Troopsj"    But  yet  a  -till  higher  claim  have  they  t. 

homage:  They  were  men  who  died  upon  the  field  of  duty,  in  obedience  to  the  call  of 
their  country ;  and  no  honors  which  max' be  heaped  upon  their  memories  can  exceed 
their  merit.

MEMORIAL  OF  STATE  GUARD. 

(PRESENTED  BY  MILITARY  CONVENTION  OF  JANUARY  25,  L883. 


To  the  Honorable  Senate  and  House  of  Rbpreseni  atives  : 

The  Convention  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Guard,  composed  of  delegates  from  the 
various  militia  organizations,  held  in  the  city  of  Raleigh  on  the  23d  day  of  January, 
1883,  respectfully  represent: 

That  the  organic  law  of  this  country, both  state  and  Federal,  requires  that  a  well-regu- 
lated militia  lie  kept  up  in  eaeli  State,  as  necessary  to  the  safety  of  State  and  nation. 

That  tiie  old  militia  system  which  imposes  military  duty  upon  the  entire  arms-bearing 
population,  is  unsuited  to  existing  conditions,  has  become  impracticable  and  burden* 
some,  fails  utterly  to  meet  the  public  needs,  and  should  he  abolished  as  an  obsolete  insti- 
tution of  the  past. 

That  the  new  or  modernized  system,  partially  illustrated  by  the  organization  for  which 
we  speak,  and  exemplified  with  more  or  less  completeness  in  the  military  establishments 
of  a  majority  of  the  States  of  the  Union,  is  in  perfect  consonance  with  the  underlying 
principles  of  our  government,  local  and  general :  it  does  all  the  duty  and  fulfils  all  the 
functions  of  the  militia  contemplated  by  the  <  'i  institution  of  North  Carolina  and  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  and  it  affords  that  sure  bulwark  of  safety  to  communities 
ami  to  our  institutions  which  the  original  builders  of  the  Republic  designed  should  lie 
found  in  the  militia  of  the  United  States. 

The  absolute  necessity  for  ha\  ing  what  the  fundamental  law  contemplates— a  well-regu- 
lated militia,  or  effective  body  of  citizen-soldiers,  which  is  strictly  volunteer,  which  is 
intended  for  practical  purposes,  and  not  for  ornament  or  show,  and  which  shall  at  all 
times  stand  ready  to  instantly  obey  the  call  of  the  constituted  authorities  to  execute  the 
law,  suppress  riots  or  insurrections,  or  to  repel  invasion, — has  been  rendered  too  appa- 
rent by  the  experience  of  late  years  to  admit  of  question;  and  any  argument  to  demon- 
strate this  necessity,  now  so  obvious  under  our  existing  form  of  government  and  in  the 
present  condition  of  society,  would  be  superfluous. 

The  volunteer  militia  of  North  Carolina  has  been  maintained  up  to  the  present  time  by 
the  unaided  efforts  of  the  individuals  composing  it  and  the  communities  sympathizing 
with  it;  the  expense  of  preserving  the  public  arms  entrusted  to  their  care  by  the  State 
and  Federal  governments  is  borne  by  them  alone — an  expense  which,  we  respectfully 
submit,  should  be  shared  by  the  public;  and  they  are  unable  to  bear  these  burdens, 
undertaken  for  the  public  good,  any  longer  without  some  reasonable  assistance  from  the 
public  treasury. 

We  respectfully  represent  further,  that,  in  the  opinion  of  this  convention,  the  time  has 
come  when  the  State,  with  great  public  advantage  and  without  detriment  to  any  interest 
whatever,  can  and  should  assume  a  portion  at  least  of  the  necessary  expenses  incurred 
in  the  maintenance  of  the  militia.  If  the  plain  mandates  of  the  Constitution  are  to  be 
obeyed— if  an  effective  militia  fie  an  essential  feature  in  the  frame-work  of  our  govern- 
ment and  a  necessity  to  the  public  security,  the  State  Guard  of  North  Carolina,  we  .-u li- 
mit, should  be  fostered  and  encouraged  by  the  state  of  North  Carolina  :  if,  on  the  othei 
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hand,  such  a  force  is  not  necessary  to  the  well-being  of  the  commonwealth,  and  may 
with  safety  be  dispensed  with,  and  the  obligation  to  obey  the  Constitution  be  not  binding 
upon  the  citizen,  then,  in  our  opinion,  the  Stat"  Guard  of  North  Carolina  should  be 
abolished. 

The  citizen-soldiers  of  North  Carolina  have  none  other  than  public  and  patriotic  pur- 
poses in  view.  They  are  not  organized  to  accomplish  any  private  or  selfish  ends  whatso- 
ever, either  of  pleasure  or  of  profit.  They  ask  for  no  unreasonable  or  extravagant  expen- 
diture of  the  public  moneys.  But  they  do  ask— and  they  do  it  with  profound  respect  for 
the  superior  wisdom  and  patriotism  of  the  General  Assembly— such  legislation  and  appro- 
priations as  are  absolutely  necessary  to  the  continued  existence  of  the  force;  suchajust 
and  generous  and  reasonable  recognition  on  the  part  of  the  State  of  the  obligations  of  ser- 
vice which  they  have  taken  upon  themselves,  as  will  enable  them  to  keep  up  an  organiza- 
tion which  shall  be  sufficient  in  strength  and  efficiency  for  all  public  needs,  which  shall 
qual  to  any  emergency  likely  ever  to  arise  within  our  borders,  and  which  shall  place 
North  Carolina  more  upon  a  footing  with  other  States  in  respect  of  her  militia  establish- 
ment and  give  her  a  force  worthy  her  station  and  dignity  as  a  sovereign  State  in  the 
American  Union. 

With  these  ends  in  view,  we  respectfully  petition  that  the  militia  law  be  amended  as 
follows  : 

1.  To  provide  for  annual  encampments, by  regiments  or  otherwise,  as  the  Governor  may 
direct,  for  a  period  of  six  days. 

■1.  To  give  each  company  that  complies  fully  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  law.  one 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year,  for  the  payment  of  armory  rent  and  other  necessary 
expenses:  the  companies  entitled  to  this  giant  to  be  restricted  in  number  to  thirty-five. 

3.  To  provide  by  law  some  summary  mode  of  enforcing  fines  and  penalties  against 
delinquents. 

i.  To  attach  to  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General  a  reasonable  compensation. 

These  amendments  we  respectfully  and  earnestly  commend  to  the  attention  of  your 
honoroble  bodies  as  of  vital  importance  to  the  further  maintenance  of  the  State  Guard, 
and  as  worthy  the  serious  consideration  of  those  who  have  in  keeping  the  future  safety 
and  welfare  of  our  State.
